"The anny of the birds" is a^famlltar phnse^ yet the picture It 
in moat minds Is, perhaps, an army on the mardi ratlier ttaa an army fn 

combat; the birds In annual migration from zone to zone rather than the 
birds on daily duty from field to field. The latter and more accurate Idea 
comes only when special branches of the service are pointed out — when, for 
instance, a bird ezpertfi says, "The swallows are the cavalry of the army 
of birds, ever on the move, always on the sklrmlali Itaie. foraging the Mds 
of air, constantly on the alert to cut off stragglers from Insect campa aad 
missing no opportunity to destroy these enemies of the farmer." 

The phrases quoted nre used in the opening paragraph of a bulletin 
issued by the United States department of agricultare. It is entitled. "Food 
HaMts of the Swallows, a Family of VahiaUe Nathre BMs." It Is the last 
work done by one of the greatest economic ornitholofrtsts the world l!.".< pr"- 
duced, Prof. F. E. L. Beal, for 25 years an assistant in tlie bureau of Lioluiif-al 
survey, and whose death occurred Octol)er 1, 1916. 

The bulletin deals with the seven species of swallow that are of wide 
dlatrlbntion la the United States, the Purple Martin, the Cllflf awalkrw. the 
Bam swallow, the Tree swallow, the Violct-Groon swallow, the Bank swallow 
and the Rough- Winged swallow. The food habits of all the species are, of 
course, similar, but they vary In certain more or less Important details. It 
is shown, for fiistance, tiiat while the other six qtecies eat practically no 
vegetaMe food exc^ soch ns Is Inddoitally taken wlfli Insect fbod, the Tree 
swallow occasionally makes a full meal of borrits or s^'eds. It Is definitely 
shown, however, that no swallow consumes any vegetable food that is of use 
to man, only worthless forms of wild berries and seeds being taken. And 
even this forms su«*h a small part of the total diet as to be negligible. Ex- 
cept tor the Tree swallow, tiie vegetable element wlH not amage one-half 
of 1 per cent of the total diet. 

With few exceptions, the insects eaten by swallows are injurious. Since 
swallows take their food on the wing, it follows that they must feed upon 
flying insects, and, for the most part, predadons beetles and other beneflcial 
gronnd-fk«qnentlng forms escape. The biggest single Item In the swallow diet 
Is Diptera, the order of Insects to which belong flies, gnats and mosquitoes. 
This itt-m constitutes nearly 27 per cent of the total when averaged for the 
seven species. The next largest item is Heraiptera, the order of Insects includ- 
ing the chinch bug. plant lice and the like. It is shown that, of the beetles 
eaten, a large part Is made up of weevils. Including the cottoa boU weevil* 
the clover weevil, the strawberry weevil, the alfalfa weevil, nMdl la a 
cently Imported pest, and other highly destructive weevils. 

On the whole, the swallows are shown to be a highly beneflcial bird 
family and desonrlng of all the encouragement and protection that can be 
glT«o.

Immigration Promises to 
Set New Record— Smallest 
Sinos the ColonisI Days 




When the present fiscal year ends, 
June 30, it Is highly probable that a 
iMw Immigration record will be set— 
the smallest since colonial days, says 
the WashtBSton Hr-rald. 

Immigration statistics of the first 
six months Indicate that the year's 
total may be less than 100.000 p^sons. 
For ttie half-year ending January 1, 
1918. only 57,715 came to America, and 
since then the monthly totals have 
dwindled to a few thwwaaai. 

The war, of course, is responsible. 
The real d^dndllng began when tbe 
United States entered the war. Since 
that day only one country has sent 
anytMac Uke the normal number of 
immigrants. That Is J^an, which 
country now leads all nations ta send- 
ing immigrants to America. Japanese 
immigration this year will reach 12,000 
as acainat ^925 In 1917, 8,711 in 1916 
and 8,000 in 1915. During the first 
half of this fiscal year 6,008 Japanese 
arrived and they've been coming over 
at the rate of more than a thousa n d 
a month. 

Italy, which before the war sent 
over seven times as many Immigrants 
as Japrn then did, this yeariMH send 
less tliun a third as many. 

Mexleo, ^MA w»t 16,438 immi- 
grants In 1917, will send le« than 
three thousand this year.
